Owing to the unnecessary excitement 


prevailing in some sections over the ac- 
tion of the National Live Stock Associa- 
tion at the third annual convention in 
Fort Worth, Texas, in relation to the 
leasing of tha public lands of the United 
States, the following official statement is 
made of said action for the information 
of the public. The land leasing question 
came up in the shape of the following 
resolution: 


"Resolved, That such of the pnblio 


lands of the United States as are adapted 
for grazing should be subject to lease by 
stockmen who are citizens, at a reasona- 
ble rental and under such conditions as 
will tend to preserve the grasses from de- 
struction, and improve the value of the 
grasses thereon." 


This resolution was presented to the 


convention and the following substitute 
was offered: 


"Reached, That it is the sense of this 


convention that the public lauds of the 
United States adapted for grazing, shall 
not be subject to lease." 


The subject went to debate on a mo- 


tion to adopt the substitute. The dis- 
cussion was full and complete, every op- 
portunity being given the adherents of 
both sides of the question to discuss it 
freely. Those La favor of leasing and 
against the substitute argued that the 
time had come whet this question must 
be met. Attention was called to the bills 


Delegates representing sheep associa- 


tions were almort unanimously oppoaec 
to making any change and they argued 
in favor of the substitute resolution 
They pointed out that much of the graz- 
ing lands in the country west of the 
Bookies was unfit for anything but sheep 
grazing, and aa the sheep men used both 
winter and summer range, they could not 
afford to pay rental upon the large areas 
they would need for their flocks. The 
sheepmen also pointed out the danger 
that might come from speculators who 
would lease large areas for the simple 
purpose of compelling the sheepman to 
pay them a profit on the investment to

administration officers had called atten- 
tion to the fact that under present condi- 
tions, the gross on the ranges was rap- 
idly disappearing; that it took twice as 
many acres to support an animal now 
than was required ten years agd and that 
unless some step was taken soon to im- 
prove the condition of the range, the tune 
was not far distant when nothing but 
desert would be left. Backed by this ar- 
gument, corporation influence "was at 
work to secure the passage of a low that 
would make the range subject to lease 
with practically no restrictions or safe- 
guards for the protection of the small 
stockman and homesteader. 
It was 


pointed out that the argument was largely 
in favor of a change from present condi- 
tions, and that under proper restrictions, 
the leasing plan seemed to offer the most 
favorable opportunities for the small 
stockman. 


It was argued that should the convention 


decide against the proposition without 
argument, it would leave the field open 
to the unscrupulous to push their meas- 
ures and receive administration support. 
It was urged that the better plan would 
be to declare in favor of leasing, appoint 
a committee to prepare a bill to meet the 
ideas of the stockmen, and in the mean- 
while take steps to head off alllegisla-' 
tion until the proposed measure of the 
stockmen could be agreed upon. 


secure grazing privileges. Some attempt *—• 
was also made to show that the rights of 
the homesteader would become endan- 
gered, and that the corporation and cap- 
italist would eventually prevail over the 
smaller stockman, and the range indus- 
try pass into the hands of corporate 
capital. However, all sides agreed that 
the small stockman and homesteader 
must be fully protected, so this argument 
had little weight.

Without regard to our convictions 


•bout forms of government and the 
rights of tbe people who live under 
them, we cannot but admire goodness 
or a manifestation of oar better catnre 
through genuine feeling whenever i 
makea an appearance. The democrat!* 
methods of the Queen of Englanc 
•ince the beginning of the British- 
Boer war have attracted 
auiveraa 


attention and observation. She bai 
descended from her otherwise lofty 
position of a reigning monarch ove 
the greatest empire npon the eartl 
and, it may be truth!oily said, mingled 
among her people as one of them 
She baa visited tbe sick, obeered tbe 
wounded, soothed the paths of sorrow 
bound the sores of bleeding hearts am 
made tho orphans glad. 
She ha 


brought the apex of hnman society 
within speaking distance of Us foun 
datioa. Nay, she has done more, b; 
giving a critical world to understam 
that tbe great heart of Chrietiandom 
beats in unison. 


We will not here discuss the wrong 


that too often bring trouble and sor 
row, as it Is sufficient for tbe presen 
to know that there is scon a thing as a 
common humanity and that the worlc 
Is moving to the grand center of 
common destiny. There is not a con 
dition that has effected tbe past rela 
tions of England, or that there is con

Britain and Ireland, that has so fully 
exemplified to England and to th 
world 'he dependence of royalty un< 
tbe upper levels of English sooiet;

ization and executive ability is no 
confined to auy department of human 
society. The world has not given an 
example in its history of the power o 
a few iaoogand men, when acting in 
unison for a common purpose, tha 
will exoell the lesson given by thi 
Transvaal and Freo State Dutch. 


Tho world to-day is more consoiou 


of its power to protect- tbe rlgh 
against encroachment than at an; 
time preceding the present. Whateve 
may be said by those in opposition to 
tbe manly purpose of tbe Burghers 
will not take an iota from the force o 
the lesson given to the race declaring 
Its power to maintain the right whiol 
AS a whole it is ever seeking. 


When at peace the small element In 


society like the email elements in na- 
tare became aggressive and often an 
noy the stronger and perhaps bette 
part there is in the race by means pe

All day Governor Taylor refused to surrender Secretary 


of State Powers and Captain John W. Davis, charged with 
being accessories to the killing of Goebel. Hundreds of dep- 
uty sheriffs were sworn in during the day. 


At 8 o'clock to-night Powers and Davis were smuggled 


aboard a train and speeded toward Lexington. The excite- 
ment is intense and a battle is expected hourly. 


LEXINGTON, March n (i a. m.—Powers and 


Davis were arrested oil trains arriving here by the po- 
lice after a fierce brush with the troops who had them 
in charge. Both prisoners had sealed pardons on their 
inside pockets and large sums of money. They are now 
in prison. 


The Frankfort officials have offered $1,000 each 


for their return and they will be taken back in the 
morning.

Two Buildings De 
stroyed by Last 


Night's Fire. 


Reno was visited last night by an 


other blaze of an unquestionably in- 
cendiary origin. The smell of kero 
eene was uotleable a block from the 
fire. 


It originated about 9 o'clock in a 


small stable in the rear of B. Nelson's 
bouse on Virginia street near Fonrtb. 
Tbe delay occasioned by tbe department 
which was exactly twelve minutes in 
reaching tbe blaze, permitted tbe flre 
to get too strong a foothold on an ad- 
joining stable owned by Mrs. Nadon, 
that this boilding waa also destroyed. 


A boree belonging to Mr. Nelson 


was burned to death, some harness 
and considerable bay were also burned, 
bringing tbe total loss np to about 
$1,000, The properties were injured.

000 been destroyed by these fires In the 
past couple of months, bat in last 
night's blaze a horse was burned and 
n the lumber yard flre a man narrowly 
escaped with his life.

n the act ia thrown into the flre. It is 
ilmost a pity that enlightened nations 
lo not tolerate this custom.

This committee is already at work, one 


later, when it has agreed upon a measure 
it will be presented to the stockmen o 
the West for approval and amendment 
When finally agreed upon, it will be pre 
sented to Congress. In the meanwhile 
the association has received assurance 
that none of the measures now pending 
and which are not satisfactory to the 
stockmen aa a whole, will be pushed, an< 
that any measure the stockmen ma; 
agree upon will receive attention at the 
hands of Congress. 


As the matter now stands, the Nationo 


Live Stock Association has simply de 
olared in favor of leasing the public graz 
ing lands under such restrictions as wil 
protect tho actual settler and home 
steader, and a committee has been ap 
pointed to see if it is possible to prepare 
such a measure. Until this committee 
has acted, there is nothing for the stock 
men to consider, as it is understood thai 
all pending bills arc for tho time lai c 
aside awaiting action by the stockmen 
Tho National Association in convention 
declared emphatically that the small 
stockman and homesteader should firs! 
bo protected, and unless a measure can 
bo prepared that will accomplish that 
purpose, the National Association wil 
not support it. 


It may be said in conclusion, that o 


sorvation from the headquarters of this 
association shows almost every corpora 
tion and syndicate to be outspoken in 
condemning any leasing proposition, in- 
sisting that they will never pay one cent 
to the Government for grazing their stock 
on public lands. So all the hue and cry 
about this being a corporation measure is 
absolutely without any foundation 
faot.
